and workers. This deliberate- 
ly inculeated race hatred has 
long been used as a elub to 
try to keep exploited Negroes 
and whites from uniting again- 
st the Southern bosses. 

This long fight has reflected 
the intensity of the growth of 
lyneh spirit, not only in the 
south. As the vears of crisis 
have increased the oppression 
of the workers everywhere, so 
has the ruling class spread its 
terror from coast to coast. 

The past eleven months has 
seen more than forty recorded 
Iynchings in the country—- 
more than in any year pre- 
vious, more than half as many 
again as last year. 

Reeently Geo. Armwood was 
seized by a mob in Princess 
Anne, Md., and strung up. A 
few days earlier Nuel Lee, aged 
Negro worker, was burned = in 
the electric chair. In ‘Tusca- 
loosa, three Negro youths were 
seized from the jail and mur- 
cered in the woods. All of 
the cases, of Which these are 
only examples, had the one 
common background — _ these 
were workers.

incensed against gangsterdom,

The action of these mobs, 
always incited by the ruling 
class, ig protected by the insti 


gators. Only the definite evi- 
dence of collusion hetween of- 


ficers of the law reaching even 
to Gov. Ritchie himself, ex- 
posed by the Public Inquiry 
conducted by Anti-Lynech Con- 
ference which recently met in 
Baltimore forced him at last 
to order the arrest of four of 
nine men identified as murder- 
ers of Armwood. Then as the 
Waves of reaction against Gov. 
Rolph’s praise of lynching 
swept the country, Ritchie saw 
a chance to escane the odor 
that was attaching itself to 
“Sunny Jim’ and ordered his 
militia to bring the four to 
Baltimore. Friends of the 
Ivnchers attempted to stop 
them and were met with tear- 
gas that was nullified by the 
fire department wetting the 
streets. Having established 
himself then “opponent 
of lynching”, the 
four to he of 
evidence.”’

The divided reaction to Rolph 
does not mean that the ecapital- 
ist world is opposed to lynch- 
ing, or to murder of workers. 
The statement of twenty-five 
prominent leaders from ail 
strata of the ruling class in 
California rebuking Rolph. is 
not a cry against mob action 
but against public official] sance- 
tion of it, a mere quarrel of 
tactics.

None 
protested when the Lodi judge 
urged lynching to break the 
grape strike in October.

Fascist Growth 


That the face of Capitalism, 
desperate in its inability to get 
out of its erisis, is the brutal 
face of Fascism, is nowher2 
more evident than in the in- 
creased terrorism and ruthless 
attacks on the workers and in 
the increasing inciting of lynch 
spirit, The stupidity of the 
clown, Rolph, and the reactions 
it has had over the country, 
have only further exposed this 
form otf terrorism. It is Hitler- 
ism, transplanted to Americaa 
conditions, but the same ‘‘lib- 
erals’” who have been denoune- 
ing the German murderers re- 


main quiet or have been giving 
consent to the same thing un- 
der their noses here, only wor- 
rying when a false step such 
as Rolph’s threatens to weaken 
the authority of the state ma- 
chinery of oppression.

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FOREIGN NEWS BRIEFS — 
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Communists Score Nazis on Policy 

AT THE GERMAN FRONTIER (via Zutich, Switzerland) Dec. 
1.—-The trial of the four Communists accused of firing the Reichstag 
now turned into an effort to prove that the Communists are guilty 
of treason. The prosecution is presenting léaflets in an effort to 
prove that the Conimunists set a date in February or March for an 
insurrection. 

George Dimitroff and Torgler threw a challenge to the court 
demanding that an opportunity be given to state the Communist 
position. Dimitroff demanded that Comrade Thaelman, leader of 
the German Communist Party be brought to court and allowed to 
state the position. “If this is to be a political trial,” he stated, 
“then let it be a politi¢al trial to the very end.” Refuting the 
garbled and forged quotations of the Communist position, Dimi- 
troff quoted from the writings ef Marx and Lenin. Torgler waa 
promised an opportunity to state the Communist pesition tomorrow.

Fighting Between Chinese Nationalists 


SHANGHAT, China, Nov. 25.—Fight broke out between the 
troops of the revolting Fukien Province and the Canton forces 


along three points. The Nanking government is trying hard to 
bribe the group that split off, fearing the 19th Route Army which 
backs it, and that it will have to withdraw a large force that it 
has on the anti-Communist front. Thus far negotiations failed, 
and the Fukien leaders were declared expelled from the Kuomin- 
tang Party. Four warships joined the Fukien rebels. Nanking 
threatens to bombard the Fukien capital. 


Workers-Farmers Movement in France 


PARIS, France, Nov. 25..—The Freneh crisis has developed to 
a very intense degree bringing with it a widespread movement of 
demonstrations. For the first time a mass movement especially of 
small farmers is manifested by marches to cities, demanding that 
something be done for the extremely low prices for farm produets. 
The tarmers have always been the backbone for the French eapi- 


talists, and are a decisive section of the population. Along with 
the farmers demonstrations were marches of miners, presenting 
their demands. The Communist Party of France is guiding de- 


monstrations to be joint actions of workers and farmers. 


England Builds Beyond Treaty Limits 


LONDON, England, Noy, 25.—-Already preparing for the most 
intense building of new armaments to be ready for the moment 
when the naval limitation treaty expires, arrangements are being 
made for building 12 new destroyers, and three submarines. To 
comply with the treaty, they will not be completed until 1936 
when it expires, but they will only need a few finishing touches.

BERLIN, Germany, Dee. 1.—Six young Communists were be- 
headed today at Cologne, accused of having shot two storm-troopers 
last January. The ages of the six ranged from 21 to 25. The 
appeal was rejected by the higher court.
